Eleventh and Kailroad streets, 
and Zorues h&d climbed the pole 
to repair the damage Sunday ev- 
ening about 6 o'clock. The pole 
ii« also used by tho Street Ball- 
way and Light company for 
the 


street lamps and it was from their 
feed wiro that Zorncs received 
tho shook. 


Zornes was carried into the of- 


fice t>f Dr. Brodoao on Findlay 
Btroet and temporarily fixed up 
before his removal to his home on 
Tenth street. Dr. Allard 
wai 


called to Zorne*' home and found 
the man in a seriou condition. 


A pair of six inch steel plyers 


wer« being used by Zornes on the 
repairing at the top of the pole 
and when the current reached thci 
tool it waa melted out of his hand. 
He attempted to let the plyers 
drop hut waa not quick enough 
and the 2300 volts passed up his 
arm and through his entiro body. 
It was the hand that had hold 
the plyers that waa the worst in- 
jured. 


A largo crowd of sightseers
